Justice of Peace Miller this morn­ 
ing announced his decision of the per- 
liniinary hearing of tin* case of W il­ 
liam Schroer and stated that lie had 
found in favor of the defendant. The 
ca-e was tiled several days ago and 
was heard in Justice M iller’s court 
Tuesday afternoon, a change of ven­ 
ue having been taken from ’Squire 
Blish’s court. 
The defendant, who is wholesale 
liquor dealer, w a s charged with sel­ 
ling a mixture of whiskey and port 
wine in less quantities than a gallon 


a s required by law. 
H arry Patter­ 
son was the prosecuting witness and 
stated that he had made the purchase 
upon a certain afternoon last week. 
Justice Miller based his finding upon 
the ground that there was a prepond­ 
erance of evidence in favor of Soh- 


Mr. Schroer has decided to quit 
the wholesale 
liquor business, 
and 
shipped all of his stock to Louisville 
this afternoon. 
H e said that he had 
decided to get out of the liquor busi­ 
ness as he believed that the police and 
the organization of the retail saloon- 
ists were 
attempting to 
persecute 
him and that he was not financially 
able to stand the expenses of court 
costs and attorney’s fees of the cases 
which he had been required to tight. 
He said that he was not guilty of sid­ 
ling illegally but that the cases had 
apparently been fixed lip in order to 
injure his business, 
lie further de­ 
clared that lie had endeavored t<> con­ 
duct his business according to law 
and that he had never violated the 
liquor statute. 
His arraignment of the retail liquor 
dealers’ organization was very bitter 
and he says that they controlled the 
liquor business and the city govern­

Grace, when Mrs. Grace stood 
beside her stricken hu sban d ’s bed and 
asked what was this accu sation he was 
making against her. when, the state 
claims, no one had told of the accu sa­ 
tion and it was her gu ilty conscience 
impelling her. 
George C. Bu lldra, city detective 
was the witness who was permitted 
to tell of the meeting at the hospital. 
‘Who spoke first?” asked Solicitor 
Dorsey. 
"Mrs. Grace.” 
"W ha t did she say?” 
“ She said; 
‘How did this happen, 
Gene; 
w hat have you 
been telling 
these people, they tell me you say I 
shot you ?” 
“Did she kies her hu sband?” 
“No; she stood straight u p beside 
the bed.” 
Ju dge Roan wou ld not permit the 
•witness to relate to the ju ry the su b­ 
sequ ent conversation between hu sband 
and wife. 
He admitted her first sta te ­ 
ment, becau se the prosecu tion claim­ 
ed that it had been proven by wit­ 
nesses who were with Mrs. Grace from 
the time she heard the news u ntil the 
meeting at the hospital, tha t no ono 
had told he r she had been accu sed. 
Althou gh the prosecu tion attaches 
gre a t weight to the “alibi letters” and 
contends 
t ha t 
they 
show 
that 
the 
shooting of Grace was planned by his 
wife, the defense claims that 
Mrs. 
Grace lias not been connected with 
them in any way by the evidence. 
Mrs. Grace did not receive either of 
the two letters which it is alleged she 
wrote, 
signed 
with 
her 
hu sband's 
na m e and addressed to herself at New­ 
man. Ga., in order to establish an ali­ 
bi. 
The letters, in one envelope, wera 
postm arked “ Atlanta, 4:30 p. m.” on 
the day of the shooting. 
They reach­ 
ed Newman after she had retu rned to 
Atlanta in response to a telephone 
message tha t her hu sband had been 
shot,. 
They were forwarded to her. 
bu t fell into G race’s hands and we« ^? 
tu rned over to the attorneys by him 
T he handwriting on the envelope lias 
been identified as that of Grace by 
witnesses, bu t none of them was able 
to identify the handwriting of one of 
the letters, which was scribbled with 
a pencil. 
T he other was a typewritten 
letter. 
Attorneys for the state openly admit 
that their case wou ld have been gone 
If the cou rt had barred these letters. 
They claim that the letters complete 
the chain of circu mstantial evidenco 
against Mrs. Grace. 
Mrs. Grace de­ 
clared she was glad she wou ld take 
the stand. 
“ It will not take long for the de­ 
fense to present its side,” she said. 
“ W hat ou r witnesses will say will lie 
the tru th. 
It d oesn’t take long for the 
tru th to be told. I want to get throu gh 
with it. 
I want it over. 
I don’t be­ 
lieve that they cou ld convict if I didn’t 
ta k e the stand, bu t I am going on any­ 
how'.” 
The accu sed wife did not intimate 
what 
her testimony 
wou ld 
be, 
bu t 
startling disclosu res 
were expected.

be u sed for military pu rposes.”

was not a dissenting vote. 
The resolu tion, winch was draw n by 
S enator Lodge, not only reaffirms bu t

Ju dg e Speer’s defense wars 
made when Colonel Hu ff was arraign 
ed on the charge of contem pt which 
had been brou ght by Speer becau se of 
Hu ff's allegations 
At the conclu sion 
of Speer's defense of himself be de 
claret! he wou ld not pass on the con­ 
tempt charge which lie had preferred 
against Hu ff, bu t w’ou ld allow some 
other federal ju dge to decide the qu cs 
tlon. 
In the meanwhile Colonel Hu ff 
is ou t on bond. 
There was a great crowd in ami 
abou t the federal bu ilding, and when 
Colonel Hu ff appeared he was given 
an ovation, with Ju dge Speer locking 
on. 
Hu ndreds wished to sha k e Hu ff's 
hand and to assu re him they wou ld aid 
in bringing abou t an investigation of 
Ju dge S pe e r s condu ct by congress. 
Ju dge Speer was u nder g re a t stress 
when he began his statem ent. 
He 
first attacked the n ew spaper men for 
sending the story broadcast over the 
land, then he broke down and with 
tears cou rsing down his face, said he 
had always condu cted his cou rt as he 
thou ght best. 
Ju dge Speer denied 
that he had gone to Eagle River, Alas 
ka, at the expense of Hu ff's receiver. 
He said he paid his own way going 
and coming, and that he owned stock 
in a mine a t Eagle River, lawfu lly ac­ 
qu ired. 
He denied the charge of show­ 
ing favoritism to a so-called “ family 
ha n k ” of which his brother-in-law is 
vice president. 
Ju dge Speer said that it appeared 
there was a conspiracy to tradu ce his 
character. 
He declared that the Hu ff 
estate had increased 100 per cent in 
valu e du ring its thirteen years in the 
cu stody of the cou rt. 
Ju dg e Speer ad­ 
mitted the Hu ff estate had been held 
by the cou rt for an u nu su al time, bu t 
denied that the delay was for pu rposes 
cf grafting. 
The ju dge bitterly denied 
that his cou rt sheltered “pim ps” and 
grafting officials. 
The popu lar feeling seem s to he en­ 
tirely with Colonel Hu ff, and there is 
little dou bt that congress will be asked 
to probe the charges. 
Already hu n­ 
dreds are signing a petition to get the 
m atter before congress, and the news­ 
papers are demanding an in-estiga- 
tion. 
Last evening a great crowd, 
headed by a band, paraded throu gh the 
streets to the home of Colonel Hu ff 
and serenaded hinj.
